The program will be made avail- 
able to pre-schoolers, second, fifth, 
and eighth graders and to special 
cases referred by the family den- 
fist. The charge for the cleansing 
and four applications will be $3.00. 

The topical application of sodium 
fluoride to newly erupted teeth will 
reduce new tooth decay by 40 per 
cent in groups of children. In addi- 
tion to-these benefits the program 
offers a valuable dental experience 
with no discomfort involved and 
dental. health education is given 
the child by the clinic personnel.

An application of 
sodium. fluoride consists of the 
eth being isolated with cotton 


compressed air and a 2 per cent 
solution of sodium- fluoride is ap- 
plied to the teeth with cotton tip 
applicators.

cation of the sodium fluoride is re- 
peated. 

The program is carried on each 
summer by District Health {Depart- 
ment No. 1 in cooperation with the 
Michigan Department of Health.
